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Dear Sir: 



In response to the final office action mailed on 19 January 2007, Appellant respectfully 
submits a Pre-Appeal Brief Request for review. This request is filed with a Notice of Appeal. 

Claims 22 and 25-27 remain rejected under 35U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ueda (JP 6 1 1 64 1 09). The Examiner has maintained the rejection. 



No Translation (Examiner Relies Upon Abstract) 

Ueda is in Japanese. The Examiner is apparently relying only upon the abstract as no 
English translation of the underlying document has been provided. Without a translation of the 
underlying document, the exceedingly minimal abstract prevents Appellant the opportunity to 
further refute the Examiner's contention. Furthermore, the exceedingly minimal abstract prevents an 
objective evaluation of what the Examiner purports it describes. 

Title of Reference 

The title of Ueda alone, VIBRATION TYPE ANGULAR VELOCITY METER, suggests 
that Ueda is not concerned with vibration isolation but only measurement thereof In fact, the 
Examiner's assertion that elements 21a and 21b are independently rotatable masses simply 
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cannot be deteraiined by the English abstract as these elements are not even mentioned therein. 
This alone is fatal to the Examiner's rejection. 

Figure 6 

The Examiner's reference to Figure 6 is also in no way dispositive as it appears from 
Figure 6 (reproduced below) that the elements 21a and 21b are affixed to respective shafts 22a 
and 22b which are affixed to element 23. They are simply not independently rotatable masses. 




That is, the interface between 22a and 23 does not show any structure which provides rotation 
but looks to be a solid interface. A solid interface is consistent with the title of the reference. 

This is actually a more supportable assertion than the Examiner's as we do know that Ueda 
discloses a vibrator 20 rather than a rotating system as argued by the Examiner. 
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Appellant believes that no additional fees are necessary, however, the Commissioner is 
authorized to charge Deposit Account No. 19-2189 in the name of Sikorsky Aircraft Corporation 
for any additional fees or credit the account for any overpayment.
